INSIDE OUR SCHOOL 

THE NURSING PROGRAM

Many students have inquired 
about the nursing program at Clara 
Barton. Mrs. McKinney, chair¬ 
man of the Nursing Department, 
has released the following informa¬ 
tion concerning the program. 

Experience in our ovn nursery 
school begins in the 11th year. 
Here, nursing students are given 
an opportunity to obse rve and study 
the growth and development of 
young children. Students also have 
a chance to learn how to prepare 
food for children. 

In Nursing Arts, hospital pro¬ 
cedures are demonstrated and dis¬ 
cussed in preparation for actual 
hospital experience in the 12th 
year. These procedures include: 
admitting the patient, preparing 
the patient's room, and making the 
patient feel c omfortable . Princi¬ 
ples of nutrition and cookery are 
also part of the 1 1th year course. 

In the 12th year. Nursing 
majors who have done well in their 
courses and passed the qualifying 
examintaion, have the exciting ex¬ 
perience of actually working in a 
hospital. The PN's (Practical 
Nursing students) alternate six 
weeks of work in the hospital with 
six weeks of work in school. The 
Go-ops alternate two weeks of hos¬ 
pital work with two weeks oi school 
work. 

Letters of commendation have 
been received from outstanding 
physicians praising the excellent 
record of Clara Barton students in 
their nursing assignments. 

The Nursing Department has 
been fortunate in getting new 
teachers appointed to our school. 
All have expressed their delight in 
working with the enthusiastic Clara 
Barton girls,
